Then there is one circle 
within another and a cross of stars 
with the initials “A. S.” for Antonio 
Stradivari. 
Delicate Tone 
Doctor Reese, who is a violinist, 
became further convinced of the 
authenticity of the m anufacture of 
the instrum ent, by its peculiar and 
unusually 
soft 
and 
sweet 
tone. 
This, according to violin experts, is 
one definite method of determining 
whether an instrum ent is a Stradi­ 
vari. 
It is said th at no other vio­ 
lin has ever been made to excel a 
Stradivari in tone. 
Stradivari’s special 
contribution 
was to make all the curves and 
arches of the violin body most deli­ 
cate yet strong and resonant. 
He 
chose for this quality the wood of 
a certain pine that grew on the hill­ 
side near the towrn. 
He then ex­ 
perimented with oils and different 
finishes until he created a varnish 
that gave the body the rich color of 
amber. 
It is said that in the late years 
of his life he would not allow his 
name to be signed to the Instru­ 
m ents which he made, fearing that 
his failing eyesight might have per­ 
m itted the siighest flaw to pass un­ 
noticed. 
Born In Italy 
Antonio Stradivari, Italian violin- 
maker, w'as associated throughout 
his life with Cremona, Italy, where 
he was born in 1644, and where he 
brought the craft of violin-making 
to its highest pitch of perfection. 
The obscure details of his life have 
been thoroughly worked out in the 
monograph on him by W. H. Hill,* A. 
F. Hill and Alfred HUI (1902#. He 
was a pupil of Nicolas Amati in 
1666, when he had begun to insert 
his own label on violins of his m ak­ 
ing, which at first follow the smaller 
Amati model, solidly constructed, 
with a thick yellow' varnish. It was 
not until 1684. th a t he began to pro­ 
duce larger models, using a deeper 
colored 
varnish, 
and 
beautifying 
them in various details, his "long” 
patten is (from 1690) representing a 
complete innovation in the propor­ 
tions of the Instrum ent; while from 
1700, after for a few years returning 
to an earlier style, he again broad­ 
ened and otherwise improved his 
model. 
Other Instruments 
He also made some beautiful vio­ 
loncellos and violas. The most fa­ 
mous instrum ents by him are: Vio­ 
lins-—the “Hellier" (1679), the “Sel- 
iiere” (before 1680), the “Tuscan” 
(1890), 
the 
“B etts” 
(1704),

“ Ernst" (1709>, “La Pucelle” (1709),

“Viotti” 
(1709), the “Vieux-
